We recail with most pleasant recol- 
lections the meeting of the State Agri- 
cultural society there inthe spring of

Captain Davis, president, and 
Mr McLendon, secretary, know nosuch 
word as “fail” in the working up and 
conducting of a fair, and from all we 
can see and learn there is every pros- 
pect of a successful exhibition and 
reunion. To citizens of middle and 
upper Georgia there can be no more 
favorable occasion to visit soutbern 
Georgia, and our word for it all who go 
to Thomasville ounce will desire to re- 
turn. 
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PEANUTS. 


In this section, southeastern North 
Carolina, the peanut or pinder is a sta- 
ple crop, and is cultivated with great 
sucoess. Light or sandy land is prefer- 
able. Lime is indispensabie to the de- 
velopment of the nuts, and must exist 
in the soil or be supplied. If there is 
no timein the land a large portion of 
the shells will have no kernel. I have 
seen them planted on land where there 
was no lime grow up with beautiful tops 
or vines, giving promise ot a fine crop; 
but at barvest time, when “they vp 
dug, nearly ail were false or “‘pops,’ 
we teria them here. 

We break up the land thoroughly 
with turning ploughs, and if rough we 
rebreak. We then lay off rows, twenty- 
eight (28). inches each way, with an 
opener, which rans three or f urinches 
deep. in the check we drop the nut, 
two kernels to fhe hill, covering with 
hoes about two inches deep, and gently 
tapping it with the hoes to settie the 
earth 89 that the ploughman may be 
able to keep straight in the row, as we 
generally plough them before they 
come up, 80 as to level the ground and 
destroy all grass or weeds that ma} 
have come since planting time. Thir 
is done with a sweep, manufac- 
tured for the purpose, no 
other plough being used in the cult) 
vation. As soon as they are up suffi 
ciently not to endanger being coverec 
up, we sweep them the other way. 
Aiterwards sweep them over ever) 
eight or ten days, sweeping across the 
way we lastswept. Ateach alternate 
sweeping, or oftener if necessary, we 
weed or hoe arouud them all, takine 
care,as the bush spreads and com 
mences to sexd forms from the limbs 
into the ground, not to disturb them 
more than can be helped, as many are 
bruised and destroyed, thereby lessen- 
ing the yield. The plougaing must be 
shallow, one iurrow tothe row. Thir 
ty-five to forty acres can be easily culti- 
yated tothe horse, afd twelve or Oi! 
teerracres hoed by a hand. 

We plant from Ist of April to middl 
of May. [hey mavuretrom the 25th 
of September to 15h October, when we 
dig them with a plough constructed 

run anderneath the vine, deep enough 
not to disturb or tear-off the nuts, bu 
cut the top root aud jo sen the earth 
so they can be easily puited up by 
hand or with rakes made fur the par 
pose. “When the dirt is well shaken of 
we leave them to dry until no moistun 
can be wrung from the vines, severa 
being together, or pari the kerne 
rattles in tue shell. We then bouse 
stack them. (lf cunekceh we try to hide

tn 1367 or 8, a few of the farmers of 
'Oedar valiey, on consultation, egreed 
to organize said ¢c!ub as an auxiliary of 
the» state ‘agricultural society. Oar 
monthly an semi-monthly meetings 
were of great interest and benefit. 
Subjects of practical interest to farmers 
were diecussed. Some ab.e essays were 
prodaced. ‘We had our picnics and 
public addresses. Were visited by 
Uol. Barnett and the lamented C. Ww. 
Heward. Our committees visited and 
reported on farms and farm manage- 
ment. The social virtues were ecuiti- 
vated, and much pleasure and some 
bevelit have resulted. We have sel- 
dom missed representation in your 
stale semi-annual meetings. Reports 
of your discussions have been made to 
our club by our representatives, and 
we always look with interest for the 
printed transactions of your society. 

Lyvi me give you the main peints in 
one ol our discussions, some six years 
ago. The hestion wes, the ef- 
fect —s of planting fieid peas 
wita corn. Some contended that peas 
planted near corn at the second pluw~ 
ing or earlier detract from the amount 
of corn made as much as the peas are 
worth Others said that the detraction 
from the corn is less than half the 
value of the peas, while others yet that 
there is no detraction. All admitted 
that the value to the land of the vines 
is cOnsiderable. 

One of our best planters agreed to 

make a test of the matter that year by 
a careful experiment. He selected a 
platot ground cf uniform qnealityv— 
pl inting one~half in peas, at second 
plowing, with the corn. He weighed 
the corn of each half, finding very little 
difference in favor of the balf without 
peas, notappreciable compared to the 
value of the peas, but the best results re 
mains to be toid: The ground being 
sowed that fall in wheat produced to 
the row, twice as good wheat where 
the peas were as the part without peas. 
e are pea planters here. I require 
ren ‘ers to plant peas with corn. 
On experiment patches I have made 
forty to sixty bushels of corn and 
more than half as many of peas—sow 
ing the peas at the last plowing, and 
making of vines a rich coating for the 
and. 

lam sorry to have to add that the 
interest in our club meetings has abated. 
Our grange has yone down. 
But, in the main, our agriculture 
13 being improved, and our peopie are 
learning valuable lessons from necessi- 
Ly, science and experiments. 

Who can compete the value to our 
agriculturists of the state department 
ol agriculture, and of those experimen- 
tal farms, and of those scientific essays 
we have semi-annually ? 

But 1 must desist. You want facts. 
Our prospects for wheat are now fair, 
sume heads beginning to appear. Oats, 
in past winter, killed,are not promising. 
Corn just ready for plowing and thin- 
ning. Stands good, but barely enough 
planted; and cut-worms and bud- 
wormsare both after it. 

By the way, will you not have to 
offer a premium for a specitic against 
ihe bud-worm? 

Cotton, now coming up, if not king 
in ihe commercial world, (as heis 
'o!) is queen on the farm, taking pre- 
cedence in attentions, The amount 
of guanos used to jeed ther, is being 
increased, 

What a “hard road to travel” you 
have, Mr. Editor, to move the agricul- 
tural masses! Come down on them 
with your pounding facts. Agitate, 
agitate! Ibe huge earth does move!

But should one of his hogs be 
attacked with the disease, he immedi- 
ately separates him from the others, 
and gives him what he will eat of the 
above mixture, with a half pint of 
sweet oil stirred into it, rarely ever 
- aving to repeat the douse to cure the 
10g. 
This old gentleman, though often 
having had thecholer among nis hogs, 
has cever lost one since he adopted 
this remedy. He says that he was 
induced to use the sweet oil because he 
knew that it was an antidote for al! 
poisons in the human stomaeh, and 
believing the cholera to be a disease of 
the intertines of the hog, he used it, 
and with the happy reeulis above 
stated.

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Yesterday was the third day of the 
trial of George Clark, for the murder at Thos, 
F. Tolbert, in November last. 

There were no inc'dents of outside interest to 
mark the course of the trial. The con- 


butting ‘testimony offered by the state. All 
the evidence was in at 6:10p. m., when court 
adjourned to 8:30 a m. to-day. 

J. J. TOLBEART, 
another brother of deceased testified to about 
the seme facts that M. L. Tolbert had sworn. 
As to the deceased man’s dy.ng statement, he 
said: 

‘Il asked him who shot him? He said George 
Clark. ITasked him ‘what for?’ and he said 

‘nothing ’ I said, ‘Oh, yes, you done something, 
You are going to die, and teli me all that 
you know.” He said he was just fooling with 
bim and didn’t think he would hurthim. He 
is drunk, he said, and come cursing me about 
awoman. I said what woman?and he saida 
woman around at his bouse (Clark’s.) I said do 
you know apything about her? He eaid no, 
avd that Clark was cursing and said that be 
was going to sheet Jim Small. Iasked him 
whyhe didn’t tell Clark to go away,and he 
said he did, but Ciark kept on cursing him and 
he didn’t want to run away from the fel'ow, as 
he didn’t think he would hurt him. He said 
Clark kept cursing and then pulled hia piste! out 
and shot him.’ “I met Clark about4or half past 
four o'clock that evening in front of the court 
yerd gate on Hunter street. He was going out 
toward the jail. He spoke, touched his hat and 
said ‘Good evening, laties!’ That wasan unu- 
sual thing fer him to do, andI remarked to 
some of the boys to look at him as he was 
about half tight— to look how he walked. 

The witness was crossexamined, without 
new or more materia! facts being elicited. 

CHARLES THORNE 

testified to seeing the flashes of the pistol shots; 
to overtaking Geoige Clark in the middle of the 
street between Holcombe's corner and th: cor- 
ner of the court house yard. Georgeasked who 
fired the shots, and witness charged him with 
it, and said the police would charge him 
heavily for shooting there. Supposed he 
just fired wantonly, as he saw noone who was 
shot. Walked with George to his home telling 
bim probably th> police would not notice him. 
In front of Mr. Buckhbardt’s George said he be- 
lieved he had killed that man. Witness 
said “no,” he reckoned not. George 
said, “Yes, I put my pistol to his breast;” 
witness said, I reckon not, and he said well. no 
matter, it was nothing butacoon.” ‘‘What?a 
coon ?’’ witnessesked and Clark said ‘“‘no, a 
*possum!’’ Witness said ‘“‘what?’’ and he re- 
plied “‘no matter.” When they reached the 
fence corner at Clark’s house, Clark asked wit- 
ness not to say anything aboutit. They passed 
‘good night’ and parted. 

Witness was thoroughly examined and cross» 
examined upon al! points, and denied heving 
made other or less statements to Judge Clark 
soon after the effair. 

DR. JAMES B. BAIRD 
testified as to the nature and locality of the 
wound, and chat the wound produced a serious 
shock to the nervous system and hemorrhage. 

Death was the consequer ce. 

SHERIFF PERKERSON 

testified to making the arrest of Clark at the 
boarding house where he resided and to the 
statements of Clark mate after witness had said 
to him that he ought te wait awhile before 
making any declarations. George said 
that he was justifiable in what 
he had done ; that he shot 
him in self-defense. He also stated, witness 
thinks, that he did not know whoit was that 
he had shot. “I asked what this young man 
had done to him, and hesaid he had put in his 
d—d lip where he had no business.”’ Witness 
th'nks Ciark was considerably in ‘iquor. 

The state here rested its case, after intro- 
ducing the city map to show the locality where 
the killing occurred. 

THE DEFENSE. 

The case for the defense was opened by Judge 
McCay, in the following statement to the jury: 

“If the court please, and Gentlemen of the 
Jury: The state having closed its case, it be- 
comes our duty tostate to you the defense that 
we have. I will not, at present, comment upon 
the testimony which the state has introduced, 
except to say that the act which they have 
proven is of itself an insane act—an act which it 
is scarcely conceivable that a man 
with a sound mind would commit— 
the act of a rman whose mind was ia- 
boring under some serious delusion, and who, 
before any kind man or just law ought not to be 
held responsible for bis acts. We do not deny 
that the deceased came to his death by shots 
fired by George Clark, Weaay that circum- 
stances of the killing and the der d itse/f show 
that it was done by an irsane man; thatno 
one who knows aught about human nature 
und human acticns will believe but that this 
act, done in the presence of a witness and ad- 
mitted a minute or so afterwards was the act 
ofan insane man. We propose to show to you 
that this man was insane 
at the time and not responsible for what he did; 
thatfrom his very infancy he was a boy of 
quiet. sullen, morose and pxculiar habits and 
disposition, and that any one who talked wit" 
or associated with him was struck with these 
peculiarities ; that be had no sccial relations 
with bis fellows as is usual with men, and that 
he never talked with any one scarcely, except 
toauswer ‘‘yes’’ and ‘“‘no;’’ and that all who 
knew him knew of these things and remarked 
them. We expect to show that in addition to 
this strange, unaccou table morose disposition, 
some time before this act was committed, he was 
seized with typhoid fever, and that he also had 
other diseases, which weakened his body and 
though it operated upon this peculiar mind, 
and that up toa few months before this occur- 
rence he wasa peculiarly sober boy, and that 
in the spring of last year he suddenly, and with- 
ont any gradation, became a most dreadful 
drankard—no* by tippling or dram -drinking 
acquiring the habit so that he could not 
be restrained from it—and that he continued 
in this condition ‘till this affair occurred ; and 
that these operating with other things for 
a week or ten days before. this 
affair, he was at the time 
absolutely insane. We also expect to proye 
that a short time before this he tried to kill 
himself and done many acts shown by honora- 
ble and creditable witnesses to be inexplicable; 
that he was iu fact gonederangei, and that at 
this very time,he was hunting t kill a man who 
had done him noharm. Also, that with regard 
to various other people he had these notions, 
and that many things, no one of which was 
ruch noticed, but es in all cases of this sort, 
te be taken together, and which, if taken to- 
gether by fair and candid men, will show the 
truth of this matter, 

We expect to show that this young man waé 
impelled by an irresistible impulse, which he 
could not control, to do this act; that his mind 
was gone, and that he wes not then responsible 
for what he did to God or man; that at the time 
his killing occurred, this man was insane; tha * 
from the facts shown at the last time, and from 
his previous condition, both of mindand body, 
that just such an act was expected of him— 
might be expected of bim—ought to be expect- 
ed of him. These can be made as clear as sun- 
I'ght. 

There sre der-rees and grades of insanity, One 
man shows bis insanity ata giance; is wild, 
mad and furious upon sight. Another mey be 
seusibie about some things, but his mired be 
totally unhinged about others. It is not neces- 
sary that aman should kuow what hei doing 
to be insane. Mauvy insane men do sensible 
things, and the difference between @ sane man 
and an insane man is thatone reasons from 
false premises and the other from correct ones. 
We donot admit that thisis a ease of druuk- 
enness, but it was a case Of insanity, in which 
a peculiarly formed intellect aud body were 
operated upon by the drinking of liquor, long- 
protracted, and until it so deranged him that 
he was not responsible for his ac s. 

You have a solemn duty to perform—y 
have the life of this young man fm your hau . 
The man who has the life of asotherin his 


that a human being can assume. and should be 
‘sure before he strikes. He should be 
just, merciful and charitable. It is true tha‘ 
the laws must be upheld, and society must be 
buta man’s life should not be taken 
uniess he is so surrounded as by a bleck pall 
that there is no opening fora ray of light to 
make you believe him innocent.

About two weeksago Governor Col- 
quitt went to Washington. Two or three days 
ago he returned to the capitol with a 

CHECK FOR $199,000 
tothe credit of the state of Georgia, in his 
pocket. 

This isthe way it came about: Just after 
the war, the state of Georgia purchased 
forthe W.& A. R. R., a large amount of rolle 
ing stock, from the United States government. 
A general settl ment was effected with the 
government, under the direction of three 
United States commissioners—the state paying 
a large amount oi mouey. 

Some year or so afterward, Messrs Baugh «& 
Garlington, proposed to Oven the settlement, 
ou the ground that an exor- 
bitant amount had been paid by thestate. Col. 
Baugh had been the superintendent of the road 
under Provisional Governor Johnson. These 
gentlemen got the claim into shape, and pre- 
sented {tat Washingtor, It was not pushed to 
a covclusion, and Colonel R. A. Alston wa*® 
admitted toco-service in the claim. Genera] 
Henry R. Jackson. of Savannah, we belic« ve 
was a:sO mr de a party to the prosecution. 

THE MONEY FINALLY OBTAINED. 

A long and stubborn contest fora settlement 
ensued, and finaily Colonel Alston went to 
Washington, just in the nick of the presidential 
contest, and succeeded in putting the cl»im 
through both houses just before the acjourv- 
ment of congress.
